Response to Arguments 



1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office Action. 

2. Claims 1-89 are pending. Claims 1-64 and 84-89 remain withdrawn from consideration. 
Claims 65-83 are under consideration. 

3. The rejection of claims 65, 68, 81 and 82 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Zanetti (USP 5,583,202) is maintained for reasons of record. Zanetti discloses the complex 
formed between an engineered antibody comprising peptide structures of immunogenic portions 
of P falciparum as CDR loops and a single ChI domain and an antibody of a first species, mouse 
SP3-B4. Thus Zanetti discloses a complex comprising an antibody from a first species (mouse 
SP3-B4) and a bifunctional molecule comparing a binding region and constant region consisting 
of ChI (ylNANP). 

Applicant argues that the examiner has misinterpreted Zanetti in that the epitope inserted 
into the CDR represents a material of antibody origin. This has been considered but not found 
persuasive. Zanetti states (column 5, line 66 to column 6, line 3) that the NANP epitope consists 
of three copies of the tetrapeptide Asn-Ala-Asn-Pro (NANP) and that the tetrapeptide occurs 
naturally as a 37 tandem repeat in the Plasmodium falciparum circumsporozoite protein. Zanetti 
teaches that the SP3-B4 antibody binds the synthetic peptide, (NANP)3 and the ylNANP antibody 
(column 9, lines 36-39). It can be concluded without a doubt that the epitope of the ylNANP 
antibody, to which the SP3-B4 antibody binds, originates from P falciparum.
